“His Exvel lency the Gov
ernor, per.annum 100 deer
skins,

“His Honor the Chief Jus-
tice, 500 Jdeerskins.

““T'he secretaryito his Ex-
cellency the Governor, 500
raceoonskins,

“County clerk, 300 beayer-
skins,

“Clerk of the Houseof Com
mons, 200 raccoon-skins.

“Justice’s lee for serving
a warrant. 1 mink-skin.

“Member of the Assembly,
per diew, 8 raccoon.skins.”

At that time the State of

Franklin extended to the
east bank of the Mississippi
Riyer and on the west bank
was that great unknown for-
est region of Loaisiana., lt
was then a “terraincognita”
save a few canoe landings
and Italian' trading posts,
It was kpown as the Dis-
trict of Louisiann; in 1805
was muaide the Territory of
Louisiana,
The State ot Franklin, which
became Tennessee n 1776,
waus almost as little known,
The now great city ,of Mem-
phis was a meretrading post
and was not laid out as a vil
lage until 1820,

Pelts were as plentiful in
those days as [pennies, and
much betier distributed tor
purposes of barter and leur-
rency. The pioneers were; per
haps as happy and well con-
tented as the average citizen
now.—Arkansas Gazette.
